She has Denied us 
the Advanrages beftow'd on Orher Creatures, on 
purpofe ro !nftrué& us in the Duties of Himani- 
ty, to fhew us our Depencance on one anocher, to 
Afford us the Opportunity of Diiplaying the No- 
ble Principles of a Compafliconate Difpofinon, of 
a Fellow-Feeling Tenderne(s, Principles too No- 
ble for the Beajts, that Perifb,
